it is perhaps all well enough to be a 
i-eady speaker, and as thi.<! seems to be 
the only excellence claimed for him 
hy his party, we shall not be so dis- 
obliging aa to seriousiy denyjt—and 
Txe will even go so far aa to admit 
that it is about all he is good for. If 
good for anything else, his friends 
^ have not so far made the fact at all 
prominent in this canvass. 
Now, we 
think distinction as a public speaker 
among the least valuable of the qual- 
ities wanted in a Governor, for the 
reason that there is so little need for 
it in the discharge of his official du* 
ties. 


To Hon. R. S. Taylor : 


It is with extreme reluctance I feel 
constrained to appear in print over 
my own signature in explanation of 
pDlitical opinions. 
It is a position 
into which a man not a candidate for 
•ffice ought not to have been forced. 
I may be a candidate myself some day 
and present opinions may then be un 
popular. 
But I accept the position I 
find myself in as the just penalty for 
my presumption in venturing to ask a 
Republican candidate for Congress a 
question that in my judgment he 
ought to have answered without sub- 
jecting me to the task of answering 
his questions in turn. It seem-j, how- 
ever, from my'experience, that a voter 
is to question a Republican candidate 
for Congress at his peril, and at the 
hazard of having a political discussion 
on his hands if he does. 
It is proba- 
ble a large majority of voters would 
rather go without knowlede of a can- 
didate's opinions than to get at them 
on this condition; but it seems the 
only one on which yours are to be 
had, and having been rash enough to 
ask for them, I must abide the conse- 
quence of my temerity, and accept it 
as a fresh illustration of the Republi 
can idea of "the frejidom of elections." 
And lest silence should be miscon- 
strued into conscious inability to an 
ewer, and reproach be thereby sought 
to be cast upon those holding the like 
opinions with myself, I will try to 
answer your questions according to 
the best measure of my ability. 


You ask me if I concur in the prop- 
ositions advanced by Democratic Sen- 
ators and Representatives in recent 
debate on the election laws, to the 
eflect: 


1st. That the United States has no 
voters. 


2d. That the United States has no 
elections. 


3d. That the United States has no 
right to control elections. 


4th. That Representatives go to 
Washington as agents of the States; 
and, 


5th. 
What I think of Gorernor 
Hendricks' proposition that petty vio- 
lations of the revenue laws should be 
punished by Justices of the Peace of 
the States? 


Questions, five in number, and re- 
quiring all the traditionary skill of a 
"Philadelphia Lawyer" to answer sat- 
isfactorily. 
I even feel myself stag- 
gering as I approach them ; but first as 
to the first, ^nd then as to the others 
in their order. 


1st. 
I am of the opinion that the 
United States has no voters under 
existing laws, but that she might have 
by resort to necessary legislation on 
the subject. 
And I hold this opinion 
for what seem to me as good reasons ; 
only one of which, however, is felt 
necessary to be stated in answer to 
the question, viz: That thb United 
States never 
wilfully neglects its 
duties or wantonly disregards its obli- 
gations. 
That she has not regarded 
herself as having any voters up to 
this time, is to be inferred from her 
never having defiaed their qualifica- 
tions, nor provided by act of Congress 
for the manner in which they shall 
vote at elections. 
It will not do to 
say the Constitution has fixed the 
qualifications of her voters by accept- 
ing those each State may have pre- 
scribed for its own voters; for the 
Constitutional 
provision 
can 
not 
be 
exrtjuted 
without 
the 
aid 
of 
legislation, 
and 
no 
legislation 
for 
it 
has 
been 
provided 
by 
Congress. The ac- 
quiescence of the National govern- 
ment for more than ninety years in 
the election of members of congress, 
(that of presidential electors being 
subject to exclusive state control), 
under state laws, seems to amount 
almost 
to 
demonstration 
of 
the 
practice 
the 
framers 
of 
the 
constitution intended 
to 
be 
followed under it. Congress having ex- 
clusive control of coini^e,weights and 
measures,etc.,proceeded at once to pro* 
j vide for theto by law. 
If it 
had 


bsen held irt t^e time that its author- 
ity extended iequaUy to the no less 
important matter of prodding for 
election of 
congressmen, it wonlt 
not have failed to provide for them 
But they made no provision what- 
ever on the subject, thus leaving to 
the states respectively the practice of 
providing for them under state laws 
and congress' having abstained from 
legislation for drawing to itself an( 
away from the states the control oi 
thes^ elections, and its right being at 
best but a limited instead of an abso- 
lute one, it is to be presumed that 
course was intended to be followed 
until something in the nature of a 
dictate of necessity should arise for 
preserving the existence of the gov 
ernment by taking its limited right 
over elections of congressmen into its 
own hands. But even in this extreme 
right of last resort to the means of 
self preservation, its freedom of action 
is hampered by the condition that the 
qualifications of its voters shall be 
the same as the qualifications of the 
state voters. 
It is for congres8,in the 
exercise of its discretion, to determine 
when the the time 
for taking the 
election of members of congress out 
of the hands of state legislature, where 
it has been exercised for ninety years, 
and exercise the almost but not quite 
absolute control of them it is autho 
rized by the constitution to assume. 
The question is purely one of policy, 
and not one of right or of lawful au- 
thority. So far it seems to have been 
thought best to leave these elections 
wholly to State control. 
I say "it 
seems to have been thought best," 
for until the passage of the act of 
Congress in 1871 for appointing depu- 
ty marshalls and supervisors to con- 
trol elections for members of Congress 
etc., under State laws, no attempt had 
ever been made by Congress to draw 
to itself any supervision or control of 
these elections «nder State laws. 
And 
this brings me to your. 


Second and third questions, which 
for convenience will be answered as 
one, by saying that in my opinion 
Congress not having passed any law 
for defining the qualifications of its 
voters, nor for regulating the manner 
in which their votes should be cast 
counted and returned, is for the lack, 
ot these preliminary and essential con- 
ditions, to be held as having neither 
voters nor elections of its own. 
It 
seems to me that any man who knows 
beans when the bag is open before 
him ought to know this. 
It is to me 
hard to conceive upon what ground 
she can set up a pretence to the right 
of supervising and marshalling the 
oters of a state that are voting un- 
der the laws of a state. It is my 
•pinion that the pretence of such 
right is absurd, and if complied with 
would be productive of evil in a mat- 
ter that for ninety years continuous 
practice under exclusive State control 
has been attended by the happiest 
results. It will be time enough for 
Congress to assert her limited right to 
control these elections, when she has 
prescribed the qualifications of her 
voters, and provided her own neces- 
sary machinery for collecting,counting 
and returning their result. 
But it 
will not do for the Republican party 
to try to steal into surreptitious con- 
trol of Federal elections under State 
laws. The State ground is broader 
than that of Congress, and therefore, 
it is, I suppose, that the Republican 
party is on the alert to get control of 
it, rather than be forced to rely upon 
the more 1 imited one of Congress. 


4ch. For answer to your fourth 
question, I have to say that I never 
aefore heard of any Democrat either 
in or out of Congress asserting that a 
Representative in Congress is held to 
be "the agent of a State." 
According 
to my conception of his duties he is a 
representative for legislative purposes 
solely, rather than "an agent" for 
anything or anybody. 
The province 
of an "agent" is to act under and in 
pursuance of law after it has been 
enacted 
by competent 
authority, 
while that of a Representative in Con- 
gress at Washington is to assist in 
making the laws by which not only 
agents but others as well are to be 
governed. 
Under Republican prac- 
tice, however, his duties seem to have 
been mainly to dabble In Credit 
Mobilier and De Golyer contracts, 
and to devote his leisure moments to 
soliciting appointments for those who 
have been most forward and service- 
able in securing his election ; and for 
services such as these, (or at least in 
spite of them), one has been known 
to be honored by his party with the 
nomination for President. 
I will do 
you the justice to say that I believe 


'.th your own sense of propriety or 
j^tice, and that if your advice had 
baèn asked, you would have recom- 
mended a diifereiit choice. 


5th. As to Governor Hendrick's 
proposition, I am inclined to think 
favorably of it. At present but one 
objection to it occurs to me, viz : The 
clothing officers acting under state 
appointment with authority derived 
from another jurisdiction. 
But this 
objection might be removed by con- 
sent of the state .authority for their 
officers to act ex-officio under Federal 
jurisdiction. 
The good to be accom- 
plished by it is manifest, while the 
danger to be avoided, viz: The need- 
less increase of Federal appointments 
already larger in number than the 
population of some single states, is 
not less so. 


The length of this answer already 
exceeds its intended limits, and I can 
not, therefore, do more than refer in 
general terms to other points in your 
etter. 
I must, therefore, content 
myself with the single remark that it 
seems only the abuse of the doctrine 
of State Rights, as illustrated in 
the single instance of secession that 
you hold as 
"accursed," 
Taken 
in this sense, 
"I can pardon some- 
thing to a spirit of liberty," and an 
earnest though mistaken zeal for the 
national Constitution, and am con- 
tent not to find fault with you for the 
vigor of your denunciation. 
But you 
should be more careful in formulat- 
ing your future denunciations and 
not sufier them to embrace doctrines 
when you only mean the abuse of 
them. 


One other remark : 
The Republi- 
can party claims in its platform,,and 
you justify it by your support of it, the 
monstrous pretension that in case of 
disagreement between the Federal 
and a State government, the right of 
ultimate decision rests with the Fed- 
eral Government. 
If might makes 
right, then this pretension may be 
upheld; but not otherwise. It is none 
other than that in a dispute between 
strong man and a weak one, the 
strong one may of right name the 
terms of settlement. 
Better in my 
humble opinion lay down no rules for 
such cases, but leave the door open 
for the supreme logic of eternal Jus- 
tice to enter after the excitement is 
over, and say what should have been 
done. This supreme arbiter finally re- 
verses all wrong decisions, both of 
courts and of Legislatures, and it is 
but folly to try to forestall this judg- 
ment, as the declaration on this sub- 
ject in the Republican platform tries 
to do. 


As this letter has been mainly de- 
voted to anwsering questions, I ask to 
be allowed some future but early oc- 
casion for commenting on the able and 
temperate statement of your opinion 
on the doctrine of State Rights con- 
tained in your letter, but only inci- 
dentally alluded to in this somewhat 
extended answer to your questions. I 
am sure you realize the impossibility 
of doing both tasks in a single letter 
of reasonable length.
